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Is It Being Overdone?

It is a question in the minds of many who arc in the habit 


•of looking at tilings from the practical standpoint .whether the 


regiii«itioh of the milk business is not being overdone at some 
points. No'one questions the necessity of strict cleanliness in 


.'the production and handling of milk, but there are.those who 


.feel that theory may be playing a larger part in this field than 
it shpiild,;'(hat this is to a considerable extent responsible for 
the high prices that prevail in the cities and that conditions in 
,the futiire will be more burdensome than those of the present 
if the drift continues in the present direction. 


• A Boston paper says that many people in that city are pay- 
ing 22 cents a quart for their milk and that they consider it 
ccoiioiiiical'to do so, owing to .what they believe to be Hie 
superiority of. the milk they use, but all understand that ordi- 
nary" people cannot pay such prices and must manage lo get 
along and feed Ilieir babies on a grade of milk that costs less 
money. .. From eight to'twelve cents a quart is as much as the 
average' family can.afford to pay, and if (he matter'pf regula- 
tion ever carries the price much above that point.there is 
bound to be hardship in some households. 


In Massachuselts a great deal of attention, lias been paid to 


the milk question in the last few years, and'during the same 
time the number of cows in (lie state has steadily diminished. 
Dairymen who have gone out of the business claim that all 
their profits have been wiped out by the conditions and re- 
strictions imposed by the. health authorities. 
Proper restric- 


liohs.and safeguards there must be in (he interest of the public 
health, but the regulations should be practical and not loaded 
down with the fads and theories of dreamers .and experimen- 
ters, which are undoubtedly crippling the milk business seri- 
ously in some parts of the country. 
A western farmer now 


visifihg.in the East says that in the territory that supplies Chi- 
cago.'with milk hundreds of milk producers have been' driven 
out of the business by regulations which they have found un- 
bearable, and he predicts that if this.sort of thing is kept up 
for "twenty years there will be a serious shortage of milk in 
many cities, and that the supply of beef will be materially 
affected!'.: 


•'.: It alilsifts down to a choice between the practical and the 
theoretu&l, and in the end the authorities will have to settle 
dowftbli the practical if milk, one of the greatest necessities, 
is;not i'b be converted into a luxury practically beyond the 
reach of/many households in the big cities.

navies, and all her commerce destroyers have disappeared, llei- submarine 
warfare has only been successful In destroying a very small percentage of her 
enemies' commerce, nnd lhc damage to naval vessels by Xcnpcllna and flying 
machines is so far inappreciable. 


One great lesson to be learned by America is the important part that will 


bo played in future warfare by the heavier than air Hying machine, which has
